Arab guerrillas finally surrender 
bathing 
prohibited

Nude bathing will be prohibited in 
the majority of popular nude beach 
areas on the county’s South Coast as 
a result of an ordinance adopted by a 
3-2 vote by the Board of Supervisors 
Monday. 
The ordinance, which is to go into 
effect 30 days after its adoption, 
states that “ it is the intent of this 
board of supervisors to prohibit 
nudity in public places, places open 
to the public, and places open to 
public view whether such places are 
publicly or privately owned when 
nudity is not sexually motivated or 
otherwise lewd .” 
The ordinance could drastically 
affect the nudie beaches frequented 
by UC Santa Barbara students and 
Isla Vista’s youth colony in the 
campus area in Goleta Valley north 
of Santa Barbara. 
“This means people will have to 
drive to remote areas of the county 
to sun bathe or swim in the nude,” 
commented Noel Young, of Santa 
Barbara, publisher of the recent 
best-seller, “ Hot Tubs ” 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin, 
Santa Barbara attorney who moved 
for support of the ordinance favored 
by 
the 
sheriff’s 
departm ent, 
predicted the new edict probably 
would face a test case before long 
Brad Curry, president of the Santa 
Barbara Chapter, American Civil 
Liberties Union, was among those at 
the packed, two-hour hearing asking 
that designated areas for nudists be 
set up 
“There’s less hanky-panky going 
on at nude beaches than some city 
beaches,” in Santa Barbara, he 
claimed. 
The ordinance will be county-wide 
in scope, affecting nudists whether 
at the ocean beaches or in canyons 
or 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
R iver 
recreational areas. 


Owners 
of 
beachfront 
land 
vigorously 
opposed 
to 
nudists 
cavorting in front of their homes 
told the supervisors that the Santa 
Barbara County nudie beaches have 
been publicized nationwide, and now 
have attracted sex deviates from 
many other areas of the country. 


But Jack Crook, a middle-aged 
Santa Barbaran, drew cheers from 
the 
pro-nudist 
contingent. 
He 
claimed the sheriff “should provide 
statistics on crime on the clothed 
beaches . 
. . there are seven 
unsolved murders on these beaches . 
. . nudists don’t carry knives and 
guns.” 


About 350 persons had tried to 
crowd into the supervisors’ hearing 
room for the mid-morning hearing. 
The fire marshal shepherded about 
150 of them into the adjoining 
conference room, much to their 
dismay, where they couldn’t follow 
the proceedings except by a loud 
speaker system. 
Board of Supervisors Chairman 
Francis H. Beattie limited number 
of speakers on each side, explaining 
the board had much other business 
to attend to during the day 
Beattie and another north county 
supervisor, Curtis Tunnell, of Santa 
Maria, sided with Catterlin in voting 
for the restrictive ordinance.

KUWAIT (UPI) - Palestinian 
guerrillas freed their hostages and 
surrendered to authorities in this 
Persian Gulf sheikhdom tonight to 
end a two-day saga of death and 
terror that began with an attack on a 
U.S. jetliner at the Rome Airport. 
“It all ended with the surrender at 
8:30 p.m 
(12:30 p.m EST),” an 
airport official said. 
In 
Frankfurt, 
G erm any,a 
spokesman for Lufthansa airlines 
said 
the 
guerillas 
released 
the 
plane’s crew and hostages in return 


for safe passage out of Kuwait. 
“We do not yet have any exact 
numbers of hostages who have come 
off the plane, but all of the crew are 
alive and well,” the spokesman said 
Police who boarded the plane 
after the hijackers and the hostages 
left it found no bodies aboard, the 
official said. During an overnight 
stop at Athens airport, the pilot 
reported the hijackers had shot five 
of the estimated 14 hostages. But 
Kuwait officials said it may have 
been a hoax to pressure Greek 


authorities to release two guerrillas 
jailed in Athens. 
Officials did not say where the 
hijackers 
were taken from

airport, but thev said an Italian 
plane was en route to pick up the 
hostages and fly them to Rome 
They said this was arranged in two 
phone

Whack. 
I’m playing volleyball with 11 


other inmates at the Santa Barbara 
County jail. I’m the 12th team 
member. 
Whack — whack. 


We are in the recreation area, a 
concrete wall away from our cell 
block, E. We just finished lunch: a 
cheese and salami sandwich, an 
orange, and lemonade. If you are 
facetiously inclined, you could say 
we had a picnic, since lunch was 
served outside. 


Whack! 
Whack! 
“ Everybody 
inside,” a deputy announced as he 
swung open the door to our block. 
(And I only touched the ball twice.) 
Obediently, everybody moved in. 
Inmates 
filed 
down 
the 
green 


corridors, hands in pockets, and into 
their assigned tanks. 
I headed to tank E 1-2-3, following 
inmates and inmates following me. 
The moment of truth was imminent 
An hour or so ago when I first 
integrated with the inmates nothing 
much happened As I stepped into 
the rec area, a guy near the door 
immediately asked, “ What cell you 
in9” 
“ E-2.” 
He looked disappointed at my 
answer and turned away. I walked 
across the court and sat down, my 
back against the wall 
Inmates were playing volleyball 
and 
horsing 
around 
w ith 
a 
basketball. Most were sitting and 


standing in small groups. About 30 
men, mostly in their 20’s. A few 
older and younger. 
Although no one spoke to me, I 
received a lot of looks. Pretty soon 
guards brought out lunch. After that 
inmates started the volleyball game 
again. A 12th player was needed. 
Rubin 
(a friendly Chicano who 
turned out to be in my tank) called 
out, inviting me to play. 


Now the big confrontation rite 
was to begin. In E-2 two inmates 
were ahead of me.

Lompoc’s city government tonight 
will open a public hearing in a move 
against an array of 12 conditions of 
public hazard or blight that property 
owners, 
most 
of 
them 
out-of- 
towners, have refused to abate. 
The conditions range from an 
unreinforced 
concrete 
wall 
on 
Ocean Avenue that could bury you, 
to an unlocked, live and waist-high 
220 volt fuse box on South I Street 
that could electrocute an inquisitive 
youngster. 
There is also a former wrecking 
yard on West Laurel Avenue still 
littered with auto hulks and debris, a 
vast weed crop at the comer of Pine 
Avenue and C Street that could 
sweep flames through a trailer park 
and 
a 
long 
abandoned 
former 
service station on North H Street. 
If the Lompoc City Council tonight 
deems 
these 
and 
other 
listed 
conditions 
public 
nuisances, 
property owners will have 30 days to 
correct them. In some cases this 
will mean demolishing structures. 
After this period, the city could 
contract the work out itself and 
charge the property owners through 
their individual taxes 
The authority for this is Chapter 
13, Section 1800 of the Code of the

Lompoc, 
dealing

Tonight’s hearing also comes two

At separate news conferences, the two 
men refused to discuss specific issues of 
contention 
but 
Reinecke 
said 
the 
differences were “ not significant and he 
didn’t ask Nofziger to resign 
Nofziger said he was hired 11 months ago 
as “ campaign director’’ and that the two 
men “ just had a different approach” to 
running the operation. 
Reinecke said Nofziger was hired on a 
one-year contract as “ public relations 
consultant.” Nofziger said the contract had 
another year to run 
In a “ Dear Lyn” letter, the lieutenant 


governor said the “ time has come to shift 
from 
a 
public 
relations concept of 
campaigning 
to 
one 
of 
campaign 
management and to, as well, alleviate 
fundamental differences between the two 
of us ” 
While declining to discuss specifics, 
Nofziger said he believed the financing of 
the Reinecke campaign and the actual 
campaign operations should be separate 
instead of combined. 
“ Because of general money problems in 
politics, we have gotten into helping raise 
money,” he said.

Nixon re-election campaign 


The jovial, cigar-smoking Nofziger has 
denied to newsmen any “ awareness” of the 
“ enemies list” and confirmed he acted as a 
go-between for the Nixon campaign and the 
California AIP.

State junk auto 
program 
going well 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A state program to rid the 
countryside of junked cars is “ moving along without prob­ 
lems” with 50 per cent of California’s counties joining 147 
cities in the cleanup effort, it was reported today 
Lt. Bob Mitchell, coordinator of the highway patrol’s 
abandoned vehicle abatement program, said that 38 cities 
said they did not wish to join the state effort, but in most 
cases they had their own abatement program. 
“ Overall we are moving along with no problems and full 
cooperation,” Mitchell said in an interview 
The abatement program went into effect last July 1 the 
aim of the effort is to rid the state of some 240,000 derelict 
vehicles and the 80,000 added each year. 
Mitchell said in January the program will begin removing 
120,000 abandoned vehicles from public and private land 
each year. He said in five years the 240,000 vehicles will be 
scraped plus the additional ones added each year. 
Mitchell said among the 38 cities not wishing to join in the 
effort were San Jose, Berkeley, San Bernardino and “ we 
are still negotiating with Los Angeles.” 
The project is being financed by a $14 million fund 
created by a one-time addition of $1 to the 1973 automobile 
registration fee. 
So far. nearly 30,000 of the derelicts have been contracted 
under the program with county officials and another 28,000 
through cities. 
If local governments do not wish to contract with the 
patrol, the state agency will contract with private 
operators to remove the junked cars and scrap them 
With the program nearing its first six months of 
existence, Mitchell said 29 counties will joint the state 
program for removal of the vehicles starting Jan. 1.

statistics revealed Monday 
that only 38 per cent of the 
Army’s new male recruits 
in 
November 
had 
high 
school diplomas. The worst 
previous figure in the last 
four years was 44 per cent 
last December. 


The proportion of high 
school graduates has for a 
long time been a standard 
measures of the quality of 
recruits. However, another

intelligence rating garnered 
from tests given recruits. 


The Army did well by that

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - By outshining North Carolina State All- 
America David Thompson at St Louis, Keith Wilkes finally has 
emerged from beneath Bill Walton’s shadow 
“ 1 think the players’ name for him, Silky, describes him pretty 
well,” said UCLA basketball coach John Wooden when asked to assess 
his star 67 forward 
Wilkes, the quiet-spoken son of a preacher man, pumped in 27 points 
in the Bruins’ big 84-66 victory over the Wolfpack Saturday while 
holding Thompson to 17. 
‘‘Keith has a way of making players (shoot) lower their shooting 
percentages a little bit,” Wooden said with a grin “I feel confident he 
surprised Thompson but I think he surprises a lot of people.” 
Quiet and unassuming on and off the court, the Santa Barbara, 
Calif , senior may have won himself an All-America first team berth 
with his performance against the brilliant North Carolina State 
forward 
Wilkes, whose father is a Baptist minister in Santa Barbara, also 
increased his bargaining power when it comes time to deal with the 
moguls of pro basketball 
Wooden was asked about the future of his star forward 
‘‘I’m going to let the pros decide that,’’ he replied “ I hope they 
think he’ll be a tremendous player, though, and take care of him 
accordingly.” 
Until last weekend, Wilkes had gone virtually unnoticed on a team 
that is led by college basketball’s player of the year for the past two 
seasons. 
“ He just does everything so effortlessly,’’ said Wooden, “that I 
think you sometimes fail to appreciate him I liken him somewhat to 
Walt Frazier or an Oscar Robertson.” 
The UCLA mentor added: 
“ He’s so smooth and he seems to do so many things effortlessly. His 
hands are very quick and he doesn’t commit himself too much Plus he 
does all things pretty well. He’s stronger than he appears, too 
“ He’s not heavy, of course (180 pounds), but he’s wiry and 
sometimes that type of player can go longer and be less susceptible to 
injuries than a heavily muscled player.” 
With 918 points in 64 varsity games at UCLA, W ilkes will become the 
14th Bruin to score more than 1,000 career points. 
He’s averaging 17.3 in four games this year after a 13.5 average as a 
sophomore and a 14.8 average as a junior.

already taking its toll on J im ­ 
m y’s reddish, roundish face, 
peppered now with spots of 
sweat. T he sun glam ed off his 
sun glasses, his baldish head, 
his brown loafers. 
Coming up Collins Avenue, 
I 
noticed about 30 people, 
adults and children, on bicy­ 
cles pedaling in our d irec­ 
tion. They looked like several 
fam ilies going to a picnic. 
There w ere little pennants on 
the h a n d le b a r s and lunch 
bags in the bike baskets. 
I turned to Jim m y and said, 
“See that?" 
He squinted and said in his 
side-of-the mouth New York 
style, “J ee-sus Christ, look 
what inflation has done to the 


H ell’s Angels." 


An anecdote d oes not m ake 
the man (nor d o es a good line 
m a k e a g o o d 
n o v e l , a s 
G ertrude Stein o n ce told E r­ 
nest Hemingway). But it can 
give a clue to the cut of a 
man's mind. 
J im m y ’s mind and heart 
w ere open to public view' 
a lm o s t d a ily tor s e v e r a l 
decades. His sports column 
appeared in H earst n ew spa­ 
pers across the country. His 
p o i n t e d , p a s s i o n a t e a p ­ 
proach, his overflow ing loves 
and hates influenced a gen er­ 
ation of sp o rtsw riters. He 
loved the dignity of a Joe 
D i M a g g t o , a n d d e s p i s e d 
frauds. Once, for exam ple, a 
fighter who had taken a dive 
and whom Cannon blistered 
in print, tried to shake hands 
with Cannon in a restaurant. 
“ 1 don’t shake hands with 
cree p s,” said Cannon. 
I only knew Jim m y in his 
later years, after his New 
Y ork ou tlet, the J o u rn a l- 
A m erican, had folded in 1967. 
P eop le said J im m y began to 
fo ld w h e n th a t h a p p n e d , 
sin ce he w as a product of 
G reenw ich V illage, and part 
of an age of the New York 
night life of Toots Shor’s, the 


Stork Club, L indy’s - of an 
a g e passed. 
Though the death ot the 
Jou rn al-A m erican m ay have 
drained som e life out of him, 
I did not notice it. He w as a 
m an who lived for his work. 
He tried to enter m en ’s souls 
b y 
i n v e s t i g a t i n g 
t h e i r 
m otivations. And he w a s a 
craftsm an. He w a s proud of 
his profession and disdained 
the hacks. One time in the 
press box at Y ank ee Stadium , 
a guy ru sh ed 
in and e x ­ 
cla im ed that som ebody had 
burned down the house of a n ­ 
other New York sportswriter, 
a noted m ediocrity. 
“The arsonist must 
have 
been an E nglish professor," 
said Cannon.

This is half the total population of 10 years 
ago, but the fish average twice their former size A part of 
the current study is to find out why. The present study has 
three objectives: 
(1) to gather information on the 
migration of the striped bass, (2) to learn about harvest 
rates and survival rates, (3) to develop population 
estimates by age groups. So far it appears that the 
population is holding its own at a million and a half, and 
that fish are being harvested at the rate of 15 per cent per 
year 
The striped bass in the bay are descendants of about 400 
which were shipped by rail, from New Jersey in 1879 and 
1882, and soon were being sold on the San Francisco 
market. By 1900 the commercial net catch was averagin 
over a million pounds a year. However, in 1935 commercia 
fishing was stopped, and the striped bass has become one of 
the top ranking sport fish.

New objective 


Public demand, vigor and vigilance of 
the leaders of the consumer movement has 
resulted in the private sector having 
becom e 
increasingly 
aware 
and 
responsive 
to 
the 
demands 
of 
the 
consuming public. Much headway has been 
made in eliminating many of the inequities 
and insufficiencies in the marketplace. 
Self-policing 
programs 
have 
been 
developed. 
John T. Kehoe, director of the State 
Department of Consumer Affairs, is proud 
of this growing degree of accountability in 
the private sector but now believes that as 
this phase of the consumer movement 
develops and grows, we must make 
certain we apply the practices and spirit of 
the consumer movement to the institutions 
in the public sector as well. 


We could not agree more. It is a logical 
step from the insistence on quality and 
accountability in the marketplace to

insistence for the same in government. 
For too long we have overlooked this 
very important and vital addition to the 
consumer movement. With almost 5,000 
governmental 
agencies 
and 
special 
districts in California, it is obvious there is 
need for making these wide-spread and 
far-reaching programs, developed to aid 
the 
citizen, 
both 
accountable 
and 
economically beneficial. 
Kehoe believes that a seasoned voice of 
consumer 
advocacy 
for 
the 
public 
enterprise is a number one need. He calls 
it a task of exhaustive proportions, but it 
must be done unless we choose to continue 
down 
the 
path 
of 
bureaucratic 
disorganization. 
It is a matter of balancing the inequities 
and measuring our expected outputs in the 
American system. Perhaps this imbalance 
of 
emphasis 
of 
private 
over 
public 
enterprise can be changed. 


Nixon's taxes 


There is palpable disappointment 
that President Nixon s tax returns 
have not disclosed a secret million 
dollar fund, or a numbered account 
in Switzerland; nor ratified the 
published suspicions of Newsweek 
about hanky-panky with daughter 
Tricia’s returns. Still, there is a 
sense 
that 
Nixon-got-away-with- 
something. The anti-Nixon fever is 
c o m p r e h e n s iv e 
and 
undifferentiating. 
What is a Presi­ 
dent of the United 
States supposed to 
say to the man who 
fills out his tax re­ 
turns? “Don’t take 
any of the exemp­ 
tions or deducations 
to which 1 would be 
entitled if I were 
other than Presi­ 
dent of the United 
States?” One has 
the impression that 
only this would ap­ 
pease his critics. 
Mr. Nixon has told us that an 
apprasier put the value of his papers 
at just over a half million dollars. In 
a matter of days, the appraiser was 
located. He is a reputable man. Yes, 
he said; that was the value he put on 
the vice presidential papers, and he 
would stick by it. Indeed, he thought 
the papers probably worth even 
more on the open market, but, he 
explained, any figure in excess of 
the figure he gave would not have 
been particularly useful to the 
President because of the carry­ 
forward limitations of the relevant 
provision in the tax code. 


Notwithstanding, the television 
commentators 
took 
lascivious 
pleasure in stating that Mr. Nixon, 
during the years in question, paid a 
tax about as high was would have 
been paid by a man whose entire 
income was $15,000. This is what 
students of rhetoric would call “an 
economy.” It is quicker than saying 
the thing whole. But note how 
differently 
inflected 
is 
the 
difference. 
As 
it 
stood, 
the 
demonstration had the effect of 
persuading everyone with an income 
in the range of $15,000 that Nixon 
had gotten away with something, 
somehow at the expense of people 
less well off than he. 


The impact would have been 
different had the commentator said: 
“Many years ago, the Congress of 
the United States, 
while under 
Democratic control, ruled that the 
market value of personal papers is 
deductible as a gift when given to 
the government or to an educational 
institution. 
Presidents 
have 
routinely taken advantage of this 


provision in the tax code in order to 
minimize 
their 
tax 
exposure. 
President Nixon did also. It was 
under President Nixon that the law 
was revised, to eliminate in the 
future this particular device.” 
So it is, really, with San Clemente, 
though the case is a little different. 
People are talking about whether 
the United States government paid 
for a stray rose bush in the San 
Clemente garden. So Mr. Nixon 
announced that he would give his 
San 
Clemente 
estate 
to 
the 
government of the United States 
after his death. 
But this will not still the criticism. 
Because it will appear, or be made 
to appear, as though he thought to 
give 
San 
Clemente 
to 
the 
government for the sole purpose of 
stilling criticisms over the public 
money used in the redecoration of 
San Clemente. If it had been John F. 
K en n ed y, 
c r it i c i z e d 
for 
improvements 
in 
a 
house 
he 
constructed, while President, on the 
West Coast, the talk, with the 
possible exception of Westbrook 
Pegler, would have been of the far- 
seeing 
de-regionalization 
of 
a 


Western White House. 
Now the carpers are saying that 
Nixon — concentrate hard, or this 
one will escape you — should have 
paid capital gains on his New York 
apartment because the proceeds 
from the sale of it were not in fact 
used 
to 
purchase 
a 
primary 
residence in San Clemente because 
if San Clemente really was his 
primary residence, why then he 
would be paying California taxes, 
which he isn’t paying because he is 
in the White House. 
That kind of malevolent petti­ 
foggery is what Mr. Nixon is facing 
these days. Are you really supposed 
to call 
the White House your 
primary residence for tax reasons? 
When there 
is a Constitutional 
Amendment that says you can’t 
occupy it more than eight years 
running? 
Should 
Nixon 
have 
purchased the White House? 
The anti-Nixon fever as I say is 
running very strong, and he has of 
course been responsible for a lot of 
it. But if there is a silver lining in 
the future, it has got to be, as I have 
observed before, the excesses of his 
critics. They are too much.

When I got to Ryon Park, exactly 
on time, a group of five people were 
standing around a broomstick of a 
tree on the lawn area by the tennis 


courts. It was cold and they looked 
like they were waiting for someone. 
Walking up, I recognized Ms 
Sudbury, Art Association president 
Kenneth Randall, Ruby Civish, and 
two other ladies They were waiting 
for someone, me. And they wanted 
to know where my camera was or 
when 
the 
photographer 
would 
arrive. 
When I explained no photographer 
was 
coming, 
they 
reacted 
disappointedly 
And rightly so I 
thought later. 
“You dummy,” I said to myself 
“A picture of Ken Randall turning 
the dirt with a shovel and Dee 
standing next to the new tree would 
have been a good local shot for the 
paper. 
Here 
are 
local 
people 
involved in a meaningful project.” 
Most of all, the tree seemed to be 
such a precious memorial to Mrs. 
Davis. A picture would have served 
as a fine recognition to her memory 
and to the event of this day. 
I left a few people disappointed 
that

mostly 
through 
my 
unthinking.

though, won’t be used on Bill Lynch, 
an Orcutt man who is membership 
chairman of the tn-counties chapter

Association (PHSA). 
I talked to Lynch recently about 
PHSA and its Lompoc members to 
get information for a story I wanted 
to write on local Pearl Harbor 
survivors.

Man versus woman 


Lompoc Unified School District 
has one of the highest placed women 
educators in the state in assistant 
superintendent Alice Milligan, but 
elsewhere in the district, women 
have not fared as well. 
Mrs. Milligan who 
incidentally 
acquired her title 
this year, is the dis­ 
trict’s only woman 
administrator. 
The district’s four 
secondary 
schools 
and 
all 
14 
ele­ 
mentary 
schools 
have 
male 
prin­ 
cipals. It was not 
immediately clear whether there 
has ever been a woman principal, 
but chances are there was in the dim 
past. 
All 
department 
chairmen 
at 
Lompoc and Cabrillo High Schools 
are men with the exception of those 
for the home economics and girl’s 
physical 
education 
departments, 
and one in business departments at 
Cabrillo. 
Women fare a little better at the 
junior high school levels. A woman 
was appointed recently to head the 
social 
science 
department 
at 
Lompoc Junior High School, where 
there 
is 
also 
a 
woman 
math 
department chairman. Vandenberg 
Junior High School has a woman 
department chairman in English. 
Some of these questions came to 
the fore this week in the wake of 
action by the state department of 
education which called attention to 
the need to recruit women and 
minorities at upper level jobs in 
education. 
Mrs. 
Milligan 
provided 
some 
statistics on the local district and 
agreed that the local school board 
might be called upon to develop a 
policy to meet whatever mandate 
was sent down by the state. 
A related question came to light 
last week during a regular school 
board meeting. Erica Hedlund, for 
one, questioned the salaries paid to 
women coaches as compared to 
those for their male counterparts. 
The fact of the matter is that 
women coaches get considerably 
less 
money 
than 
their 
male 
counterparts, 
except 
for tennis 


where they get the same, $341 a year 
extra the first year, $455 the second 
year and $568 the third year. The 
figures came to the Record this last 
week. 
Mrs. Hedlund also questioned the 
differences in the designations for 
men and women coaches. Men 
coaches have the prospect of rising 


to the position of “Head Coach,” 
whereas women do not. Women are 
designated thus; Girl’s Swimming 
Coach; Girl’s Track Coach,’’etc. 
Some of these differences are 
historic within the fabric of the 
schools and some stem from the 
society itself.
